k in g s accession oath so as to elimi­ 
nate features objectionable to C ath­ 
olics.

N o n co n fo rm ists 
forced 
an 
am endm ent 
th a t 
united the Ultra* 
Churchm en 
and 
A n ticath o lic 
ele­ 
m ents In opposition. 
After the debate in the house there 
were a num ber of street dem onstra­ 
tions between the various factions. 
The bill passed its first reading on 
Ju n e 28 by a vote of 383 to 42. It pro­ 
vided 
that the 
declaration 
be so 
changed that the doctrine of the Cath­ 
olic church is not singled out for re­ 
pudiation. 
In place of the words of­ 
fensive to the Catholics the bill sub­ 
stituted the clause ‘‘and declare that 
I am a faithful m em ber of the Pro­ 
testan t church as by law established 
in England.” 
The N o n c o n fo rm ists objected to the 
qualification "as by law established," 
and 
pledged 
them selves 
to 
vote 
against the governm ent unless these 
four words were eliminated, 
The result was successful, and the 
prem ier in moving the second read­ 
ing 
accepted 
the 
N o n co n fo rm ist 
am endm ent substituting the words “ I 
ani a faithful P rotestant ” 
At once the ultra-churchm en were 
up In arm s and Joined hands with 
those who desired the retention of the 
original a n tic a th o lic form of the de­ 
claration. 
U rgent 
whips were sent 
out by both parlies in view of like ex­ 
pected closeness of the vote. 
.Meanwhile 
a n tic a th o lic 
societies 
filled the stree ts In the vicinity of par 
liament with sandwich men bearing 
plac ards reading "No Popery.” 
The bill passed second reading by a 
large majority. 
The proposed revision is as follows: 
"I do solemnly and sincerely, in the 
pwasence of God, profess, testify and 
dec lare that I am a faithful m em ber of 
the Protestant church as by law es­ 
tablished in England, and I shall, ac­ 
cording to the true intent of the en­ 
actm ents 
which 
secured 
P rotestant 
succession to the throne of my realm, 
uphold and m aintain the said enact­ 
ments to the best of my powers and 
according to law.” 
The present form, to which C atho­ 
lics object, is: 
“ I do solemnly and sincerely, In the 
presence of God, profess, testify and 
dec dare that I do believe that In the 
sacram ent of the Ixird's Supper there 
is not any transubstantiation of the 
elem ents of bread and wine into the 
body and blood of Christ at or aftet 
consecration thereof by any parson; 
and that the invocation or adoration 
of the Virgin Mary or any other saint 
and the sacrifice of the* m ass as now 
used in the church of Rome are super­ 
stitious and idolatrous, and I do sol 
emnly, in the presence of God, pro­ 
fess. testify and 
declare that I do 
make this de* (aration, and every part 
thereof, in the plain ordinary sense of

English Protestants without any ev a­ 
sion. equivocation or m ental reserva­ 
tion w hatever and without any dispen­ 
sation already granted to me. for this 
purpose by the pope or any other au ­ 
thority or person w hatsoever.”
